In response to the Office Action dated September 10, 2002, Applicants 
elect Species I (the species of Figs. 2, 4, 6 and 8, claims 1, 3-8, 31 and 34) for further 
prosecution in the event no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

Applicants believe claims 32 and 33 should be classified in Species IV 
rather than in Species V, because the characteristic of claim 32 that is "depositing an 
electrode layer on the active matrix substrate and patterning the electrode layer so as to 
fabricate the scanning line and the pixel electrode " is same as the characteristic of claims 
16 included in Species VI. 

In Applicants' judgment, applicants show the relation betw een claims and 
the draw ings that show cross-sectional view s of the activ e matrix substrate as the 
respective species which correspond to the existing claims as follows:
